He Will Not Have to Pay 
Gaynor’s Forfeit 
Bond, 


Washington, February 25.—The case of 
the United States v. William Kirk, surety 
for John F. Gaynor, whose extradition 
from Canada on account of the charges 
j against him in the al- 
leged frauds in the public works at Sa- 
vannah, Ga., occasioned so much annoy- 
ance some years ago, was decided by 
the supreme court of the United States 
today favorably to Kirk. The amount 
of Gaynor’s bond was $40,000, and Kirk, 
who resides at Syracuse, N. Y., was his 
only surety. When Gaynor failed to ap- 
pear in the Savannah court in 1902, as 
pledged by his bond to do, proceedings 
were began in that court to collect on the 
bond. 

Kirk resisted payment 
that he was not a resident of Georgia, | 
that his property was located in New | 
' York and that he had no personal ser- 
|vice. The district court for the northern 
poe of New York and the court of 
appeals for the second circuit took this 
view, relieving Kirk from responsibility, 
and it was sustained ‘by today’s decision, 
which affirmed the decision of the court 
of appeals by a divided court.

Great as have been his 
past achievements he is reliably reported to. be meditating others yet more far- 


ernment ammunition with which to effectually combat his plans.
